The PI requested and the lACUC approved a permanent exemption to the USDA 
requirement for an elevated perch in the cat’s cage following a spinal transaction surgery. 
Spinalizcd cats cannot reach an elevated perch, so the devices are not useful in this 
population. Additionally, such devices may result in injury to the animal should it 
become entrapped. Padded flooring is provided for the animal in the cage. A total of 12 
cats were covered by this exemption. 

Protocol 16440^B 17716^^ and 17757 

The PI requested pennission with the suggestion of the attending veterinarian to house 1 - 
day-old piglets in the lab for up to 48 hours. These piglets were anesthetized for up to 3 
hours. The lab contained a neonatal incubator to keep the piglets warm after anesthesia 
and to allow the lab staff to continually monitor and feed the piglets. A total of 96 piglets 
were covered by this exemption. 

Protocol 17754 

The PI requested permission with the suggestion of the attending veterinarian to exempt 
dogs from the exercise plan for 30 days following surgical implantation of screw fixation 
device in the anterior tibia. During the exemption, the dogs received gentle manual 
extension and flexion of the limb and were walked slowly to avoid damage to the 
implant. A total of 1 0 dogs were covered by this exemption.
